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This is a decision on the petition, filed April 14, 2003 under 37 CFR §1.181 requesting the 
Withdrawal of the Holding of Abandonment of the above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED . 



This application was held abandoned for failure to timely file a proper reply to the Office letter 
mailed on July 29, 2002 (which was an advisory action mailed after the final rejection of May 
28, 2002). 

In support of the petition, petitioner provides (1) a copy of the Notice of Abandonment and cover 
sheet mailed on March 10, 2003 as Exhibit A, (2) a copy of the advisory action and cover sheet

Therefore, the Petition is GRANTED. 

The Notice of Abandonment is withdrawn. 
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The application file will be forwarded to the examiner for review of the CPA and associated 
papers. 
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
